TCA 


TCA (TRANS-CONTINENTAL ALASKA) TRAFFIC SYSTEM 


If you have heard the term TCA Rep. on either 14.292 or the evening, Alaskan 
nets and have not known what it is, please read on. Or, if you have a desire 
to handle formal written traffic, TCA is for you. 2 


TCA is part of the National Traffic System, which handles written traffic via 
amateur radio throughout the United States. Because of propogation problems, 
Alaskans have frequent difficulty checking into the national net or the Region 7 
net (of which we are a part). So TCA was devised by Vic, W7VSE, to set up one- 
on-one schedules of Alaskan operators with west coast operators to pass traffic 
to and from Alaska. There are two schedules per day: one with incoming messages 
and one with outgoing traffic. 


The Alaskan station with the morning schedule needs to meet the Alaskan nets on 
75m and 40m the night before to collect messages. He then passes them on to his 
contact the next morning (he may also receive any incoming messages). Stations 
are to meet on 14.292, but then can move to any frequency they prefer. The time 
is set by the two stations involved to best fit their personal schedules. 


The Alaskan station with the afternoon schedule meets his contact on 14.292 at 
their prearranged time and picks up any traffic for Alaska. He may also deliver 
any outgoing traffic he may have. If the traffic is for his area, he delivers 
the message.. If it is for another town, he meets the evening net and relays the 
traffic to another amateur for delivery. If there is no out-of-town traffic, he 
need not meet the evening nets at all. 


All TCA schedules are to be kept even if there is no traffic for that day. This 
guarantees consistency of the schedules. All times are stated in zulu time, but 
are adjusted each spring and fall for time changes of Standard and Daylight times. 
The schedules times remain the same local time regardless of the season; only the 
zulu time changes (e.g., a lpm local schedule will be at 2200z in summer, 2100z 
in winter). All times in the below schedule are based upon Alaska Standard Time, 
as we have just changed. The average time taken by a schedule is 5 minutes, so 
you can see it is easy and not inconveniencing to most people's schedules. 


Operators are needed for the holes in the below schedule, and also are needed as 
stand-by operators to fill in during vacations, etc.
